W.H. Sheppard, 
Pioneer City 
Resident, Dies 


Resident of this city for more 
than 50 vears and one of the 
earliest and most widely-known 
business men in Alberta, W. H. 
Sheppard, honorary vice-president 
of Sicks’ Breweries, Ltd., died in 
his sleep of a heart attack on 
Thursday night. He was 83 years 
old. He had been at his office on 
Thursday, apparentiy in the best 
of health. Up until the time he 
retired there had been no indica- 
tion of illness overcoming him. 

Coming here in 1894, Mn Shep-| 
pard first entered the hotel busi- 
Then he became identified 


with the brewing inaustry with 
which he was closely and promin- 
ently identified for the remainder 
of his life. 

Mr, Sheppard came to Edmonton 
in 1894 and entered the hotel busi- 
ness in Strathcona.

Ralston, just returned from over- 
seas, recommended conscription 
as the only way in which our 
overseas forces could be ade- 
quately reinforced. The corres- 
pondence read to the House Wed- 
nesday tells the story of the 
struggle in cabinet—Col. Ralston 
forcing the issue relentlessly, 
with the active support of some 
of his colleagues, and Mr. King 
and others of the cabinet seeking 
to retain the voluntary system.

Bowing to the overwhelming demand of 
the Canadian people, Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King and his cabinet have issued,an 
order-in-council authorizing the inclusion 
of draftees in reinforcements to be sent 
overseas, 

Whether this will or will not prove to be 
the most satisfactory method of dealing 
with the conscription problem, the fact re- 
mains that 16,000 men, draftees or volun- 
teers, are assured to back up the efforts of 
our fighting infantry on the European con- 
tinent, 

Many Canadians had hoped that Bill 80, 
approved so widely by thé national elector- 
ate in 1942, would have been implemented 
by this session of the Commons without any 
restrictions as to numbers. This step has 
not yet been taken. But no matter what 
Speakers in the House may say to the con- 
trary, the principle of conscription has been 
tacitly endorsed. Canada has at least be- 
gun, if even in a small way, to apply the 
rule of equal responsibility and equal priv- 
ileges for everyone. 

There are still many uncertainties. No 
one, for instance, has yet attempted to ex- 
plain why Colonel Ralston should have been 
dismissed for proposing what General Mc- 
Naughton has found to be necessary. 

There has been no clarification, yet, of 
the position of the West Coast Army of- 
ficers who are being “investigated” for al- 
legedly saying pretty much what General 
McNaughton himself has said in the House. 

It seems to be clear, too, that certain 
political repercussions are going to follow 
the decision of the cabinet. 

These can offer little interest to Cana- 
dians who are concerned primarily with the 
welfare of our armies in the field and not 
with the fortunes or reactions of individual 
politicians.

Another Small Vote 


Calgary taxpayers take a somewhat, but 
not much, more lively interest in civic af- 
fairs than those of Edmonton. There, as 
there, the municipal election campaign was 
chiefly notable for the popular indifference 
shown, and culminated in a correspondingly 
small vote, At that, Calgary electors did 
better than Edmonton voters, for they did 
turn out 13,000 strong, while in this city 
less than 10,000 troubled to go to the polls 
three weeks ago. 

That Edmonton has the larger popula- 
tion makes the showing of this city worse. 
Calgary voters, too, had not the incitement 
of a mayoralty fight to draw them to the 
polls, But in either city the small turn out 
on polling day is something to be regretted, 
and still more to be regretted is the general 
disinterest in civic affairs which the small 
vote reflected. 

This indifference does not make for 
good city government. It is ip fact greatly 
to the credit of past councils of both cities 
that administration has been kept on a high 
level of efficiency despite the lack of the 
“eternal vigilance” which is said to be the 
price electors have to pay to prevent their 
affairs being mismanaged.

Why Sinkings Are Few 


Every so often an item creeps into the 
news which shows how far from reality is 
the quite common notion that Admiral Doe- 
nitz has called home his submarines and 
given up the Battle of the Atlantic. One 
such item from London states that a Cana- 
dian plane sank a U-boat on the approaches 
to the North Atlantic shipping lanes, and 
that an RAF plane engaged and damaged 
another “400 miles north of the Arctic 
circle.” 

This announcement followed one on the 
previous day describing actions in which 
one enemy submersible was sunk and an- 
other damaged by Liberators of the British 
coastal command. 

These events show plainiy enough that 
if the submarine war is not going well for 
the enemy this is not because Doenitz has 
withdrawn his skulking craft, but because 
these aré being hounded down and attacked 
80 relentlessly they have not been able to 
carry on their murderous activities. 

That is the only sense in which the 
Battle of the Atlantic has been won, and the 
only sense in which we can expect it to be 
won, While the Nazis have a U-boat and oil 
to operate it they will not cease to try to 
sink Allied and neutral transports, with cal- 
lous disregard to the fate of those aboard,

not satisfactorily answered in its peremp- 
tory refusals to commercially license this 
station. 


It is reasonable and even inevitable that 
the people of Alberta, and particularly the 
people of Edmonton, should place a doubt- 
ful and even sinister interpretation upon 
the CBC's attitude in this regard.

The Modern Art of Aviation 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 

CHICAGO,.—Nothing has marked 
the arrival of the age of world air 
transport so much as the advance 
made in the last five years in the 
art of aviation, that is, the progress 
in technical standards and pro- 
cedures. The world area in which 
an airplane pilot may fly with mod- 
ern technical facilities and weather 
information has been _ steadily 
widened so that the pilot fying 
into Chicago or Chungking, Canton 
Island or Casablanca, has almost 
the same advantages and the same 
safety protection. He can receive 
weather reports and use compli- 
cated radio devices, he can main- 
tain ground contact, and he can 


avoid collisions if the air is crowd-| 


ed. 

The case for standardizing the 
art and procedures of aviation is 
overwhelming, and it commended 
itself to the delegates of 53 nations 
who met in Chicago.

SHIPPING ARRANGED 


Shipping is completely arranged 
till the end of December rnd while 
there may be some delays in gail-

To be realistic, our plans for the 
future must be strictly related to

We now, both in Italy and in 
| northwest Europe, are up against 
fortified zones of great depth and 
strength with every obstacle and 
device to hamper our advance 
which the German mind has been 
lable to conceive 

In northwest Europe hundreds of 
thousands of slave labor have been 
employed for years to create the 
fixed defences of the West Wall 
They have been carefully sited by 
the skilled engineers of the Ger- 
man army to give them every ad- 
| vantage of terrain 

They ace provided with all the 
accessories to make life easy for 
those in garrison: heavy concrete 
emplacements for machine and 
anti-tank guns, bomb-proof shelt- 

ers for resting personnel, elabor- 

ate roads and railways for rapid 
| transfer of reserves from place 
| to place, deeply buried cables to 
maintain certain intercommunica- 
tion, huge dumps of food and am- 
munition and spares and replace- 
ments for guns and tanks and 
other gear. 

We can take it that these de- 
fences are provided with every- 
thing which could be thought of 
which would be of use and every 
day they are being strengthened by 


people. 
To break through these lines we

| Shells in lavish quantities 


| MUST CRUSH ENEMY 
We learned in the Jast war and 
again in this that in siege warfare 


jthere is little opportunity for 
manoeuvre. When we attack we 
must use vast quantities of shells 


to crush out of existence wide sec- 
tions of the enemy's defence and to 
| paralyze his garrisons and so free 
|the way for the advances of our 
infantry closely supported by the 
| fire of mobile guns. 

By reason of the immensity of 
| the volume of fire required and 
the time taken to get the ammu-i- 
tion forward, these battles go in 


| phases marked by short periods 


of intense activity and longer 
periods of quiet in between. 

The conditions in northwest Eur- 
ope will, I think, approximate very 
| closely to those we experienced in 
| France and Flanders in the later | 
phases of the First World War. We | 
will have to turn back to this period | 
| for guidance on the wastage rates 
to be exvected in the various arms 
and services 


| It is pobable that these rates will 
}be more uniform throughout all 
troops in the forward areas. We 
must be very careful that the re-

| BIG SUPPLY SOURCE 


The only other observation 1) 
would like to make in connection 
with this vital industrial effort in 
|the production of shells and guns 
| and certain other gear is that we in| 
|Canada are now a great source of | 
supply for all our Allies engaged 
with us in battle in Europe 

In some things we are the only 
source and it is therefore most 
important that this industry be 
not disturbed for any reason, or 

otherwise there will be most ser- 
| lous consequences for all, In 
| siege warfare you have to pay for 
victory either in shells or the 
lives of men and very great quan- 
tities of shells must be expended

The policies which are to gov-

In fair play to our men who have 
j}long served overseas and carried

| This means that the NRMA men

| IMPORTANT MATTERS 


These are all most important mat- 
| ters on which you will wish to be 
fully informed and I shall do my 
best to give this information as 
| briefly and as clearly as IT can and 
to report progress as to the mea- 
sures Which have been adopted. 
| The position of those who vol- 
| unteer for service overseas is 
| straight-forward. They cease at 
once to be members of the NRMA 
and pass to the depots and hold- 
ing units to be given the final 
training and instruction which 
| they require. 
They become in all respects an 
integral part of that great band 
|}who serve Canada by their own 


| free will and whose pride it is to go | 


| where duty calls and needs dictate 
| The position of NRMA personnel 
| who do not convert to general serv- 
ice is not so simple. It had been my

jally reduced. 


ACT AS RESERVE 
| The first business to ensure 
| that all who are physically fit and 
| likely to become efficient 
are brought into units in position 
to act as a reserve to meet possibie 
future requirements for combat 
operations. The arrangements for 
this require few changes in the 
existing organization and tiese can 
be effected quickly 
The elimination of units, for- 
mations, headquarters and local 
establishments which, in an earl- 
ier phase of the war, were re- 
quired for strictly home defence, 
and the transfer of the personnel 
thus freed to other duties in 
keeping with our present need; 
the freeing of personnel in appro- 
priate medical categories from 
home establishments, from ex- 
traneous employment, or their 
recall from leave are other mat- 
ters to be attended to. 

This is being done as rapidly as 
individual cases can be reviewed 
and replacements provided vy here- 
ever this is necessary in the public 
interest for the prosecution of the 
war

and which will make a considerable 
contribution to our war effort 

It is needless to repeat that 

only the pay and allowances pro- 
vided for in military regulations 
will be allowed, and leave will 

not be on any more generous 


scale than is given our troops 
overseas, 
There are a number of other 


categories or men in the NRMA 
who are neither suitable for com-

PHYSICALLY UNFIT 

I refer to those who have become 
physically unfit and these I pro- 
pose should be considered individ- 
ually and that those who cre below 


the category for ‘military duty 
| should be discharged. 
There are others:in the lower 


physical categories who, by reason 
of their technical or other qualifica- 
tions should be placed in industry 
to aid in this great effort which is 
required. These we propose to 
place in a reserve, which can be 
}released from military duties sub- 
ject to recall 

I have dealth with the NRMA in 
some considerable detail because it 
presents a problem of great diffi- 
culty which cannot be resolved by 
any single measure, 

Now may I return to the great 
question which brings anxiety to 
all of us today. | mean the pro- 
vision of the additional reinforce- 
ments to ensure the effective 
support of our units and forma- 
tions overseas in the field and to 
give them the reserves which 
they will need to carry forward 
the great battles which lie ahead. 
It is absolutely necessary to the 
confidence of our fighting forces 
in the European theatres that there 
be a substantial reserve of rein- 
forcements made available gver- 
seas. The absence of such a reserve 
might mean casualties that would 
not otherwise be incurred. 


MUST GUARD LIVES 

The lives of our men in the fight- 
ing lines must be guarded in every 
way that is dependent upon action 
| which can be taken from here 

The numbers required to make 
up the reserve that is necessary are 
larger than could be provided in 
time by the volunteer conversion of 
trained and fit personnel of our 
NRMA men to general service. 

+ | have said that except for 
some 16,000 men we are able to 
meet all requirements from men 
who have come forward volun- 
tarily. | have said that it is our 
Purpose to maintain the volun- 
tary system to the limit. 

I have stated that 5,000 additional 
trained infantry must be available 
in December to safeguard the jpsi- 
|tion at the end of January, That 


| another 5,000 must be found in Jan- 
uary, and some 6,000 in the succeed- 
ing months, 


| ORDER IS PASSED 


I have brought these facts before 
my colleagues in the cabinet. An 
order-in-council has been passed 
extending the service of this num- 
ber of men to the European the- 
atres of operations 

This power will be used only to 
the extent necessary to make up 
the numbers of reinforcements re- 
quired 


In closing | would just like to 
express my appreciation to my 
predecessor in office. He left me 
the most >f his personal staff, 
without whose loyal aid | could 
not possibly have carried through 
the tasks and duties of these last 
three weeks. | am deeply obliged 
to him and to them for all that 
they have done to serve the pub- 
lic interest in this matter.

“World Jewry more than 25 
years ago was given a chance to 
embrace the project of develop- 
ing a national home and Jewish 
commonwealth in Palestine. Not 
only have they pushed forward 
over $600,000,000 of development 
in Palestine but over half a mil- 
lion Jewish people have migrated 
to Palestine for refuge and for a

Therefore we will 
have to retain such controls as may be necessary to 
prevent such a catastrophe 
FREE ENTERPRISE 

One of the principles of reconstruction should be that 
all activities of the government to utilize our resources 
of equipment and man-power should be directed only 
to the tields of endeavor where private enterprise can- 
not function with equal benefit to the general welfare 
People cannot long retain their freedom in competition 
with their own government 

Our present ‘system of free enterprise may have the 
faults which are inseparable from any organism created 
by human beings but in spite of its faults it has given 
Canada its present high standard of living and provided 
the industrial potential which has proved so effective 
in support of our war effort 


POST-WAR PROBLEMS 


The next twelve months will be difficult ones tor this 
country. The United Nations have to bring the war 
against Germany to a successful conclusion and then 
throw such of their strength as may be needed against 
Japan. While we are taking our full part in the Pacific 
area of the war we must also make and carry out plans 
for the orderly demobilization of such of our Armed 
Forces and of our munition workers as can be spared 


But if Canada will be confronted with difficulties 
these need not be approached in a spirit of pessimism 
The people of this country have achieved a world 
reputation tor the courage, common sense, and endur- 
ance with which they meet their problems. There is 
no reason to believe that once our problems are made 
clear to the people of Canada they will fail to find 
solutions for them 

In order to appreciate the character and magnitude 
of the problems that are Ijkely to confront us in the 
post-war era it is necessary that we make as objective 
an approach to the subject as possible. It is certain 
that we shall neither properly appreciate the problems 
nor find solutions for them if we allow ourselves to be 
carried away by visions of a post-war Utopia. Our war 
effort has greatly increased our industrial potential 
our industries have acquired vew skills: our 
have enjoyed a highe level of income than ever before 
But in the face of these advances it must never be 
forgotten that wars are destructive and that wars 
impoverish.

MAY FLY AGAIN 

CANBERRA.—(CP) —“The Sou- 


of us seem to believe that we can get something for 
nothing and that the piping times of peace will be free 
of major problems. Such an attitude, | need hardly 
say, is fraught with danger not only for Canada but for 
all the world. 


The extent to which Canada is ‘dependent upon 
export trade for her prosperity does not seem to be 
generally realized. It has been said of several countries 
that they must export or die, This may be only rhetoric 
in the case of some countries, but it is sober truth 
where Canada is concerned 

Because of this fact our post-war situation would 
appear to be a difficult one. We shall have to find 
markets for our surpluses of foods and raw materials 
in a world shaken to its very foundations by the greatest 
and most destructive war of all times. To add to our 
many other difficulties we must recognize the fact that 
Great Britain will emerge from this war a debtor nation. 
The economic repercussions of this fact and its import- 
ance for Canada cannot be over-emphasized. 


EXPORT NECESSARY 

In the past, we could rely upon Britain to provide 
us with sterling exchange in payment for her purchase 
of our exports. In the post-war world Britain will not 
have the wherewithal to continue such transactions. 
This means that we shall no longer be able to count on 
large sterling payments with which to acquire the 
American dollars needed to balance our accounts with 
the United States. It can readily be seen, therefore, 
that no country is more vitally interested than Canada 
in the setting up of some international machinery for the 
financing of post-war world trade. Without some such 
machinery our prospect of retaining the volume of 
export trade which Canada needs does not appear 
encouraging. The Bretton Woods Conference evolved 
plans which give promise of providing the necessary 
machinery. It would seem therefore to be very much 
in our interest that these plans should be implemented, 
whatever defects certain experts may discern in them. 
It is by no means certain, however, that these plans 
will be implemented, and it is not too early for Canada 
seriously to consider what alternative measures we, 
as a great exporting nation, must take in the unfortunate 
event of the Bretton Woods Agreements not proving 
acceptable to other countries. A 

One alternative which suggests itself is a con-’ 
tinuance of some form of mutual aid in the post-war 
years. This is admittedly a policy full of difficulties, 
not the least of which is that it involves the certain 
continuance of a high level of taxation. We may 
decide, however, that it is better to pay high taxes on 
a prosperous level of income than to pay no taxes on 
no income 

Canada has long been an important part of the 
modern world and her contribution to the winning of 
the war has greatly enhanced that importance. We 
cannot, even if we would, escape from bearing our 
share in the solution of the vexed problems with which 
the world will be confronted after the cessation of 
hostilities. It is clearly the duty of all our citizens, 
therefore, to give earnest thought to the many questions 
which will affect our future

With the exception of Bank Premises the other items 
in the Statement do not appear to call for special 
comment. Bank Premises now stand at $4,944,026.85 
a reduction of $238,425.71 from a year ago. This 
reduction reflects the appropriation made from Profit 
and Loss Account and the sale of a few properties 
consisting of branches closed or no longer required. 


REVISION OF BANK ACT 

During the year the decennial revision of the Bank 
Act was undertaken. A number of changes and 
additions were made but the main features of the Act 
wisely remain intact. 

As previously mentioned the privilege of the Banks 
to issue their own notes ceases as from the Ist of January 
1945 and at the end of five years from that date the 
amount of notes then outstanding must be paid to the 
Bank of Canada who will thereafter redeem any 
presented for payment. 

A change was also made in the par value of the capital 
of Bank shares, each share of $100 being divided into 
10 shares of $10 each. This will make for wider dis- 
tribution of shareholdings and should prove a popular 
move. In our own case the number of shareholders 
has already increased from 2726 to 2766. Of these 
2384 shareholders with total holdings cf 603,820 shares 
reside in Canada 


The maximum rate of interest that may be charged 
on loans was reduced from 7% to 6%, This is not 
important as the vast majority of loans were already 
bearing a 6% or lower rate, though it might be better if 
interest rates were permitted to reach their own levels, 
‘as in many other countries, by supply and demand 
rather than be the subject of legislative action. In this 
connection an unfortunate tendency is to be noted in 
some quarters to arbitrarily reduce interest rates and 
otherwise interfere with the sanctity of contracts and 
the rights of creditors. Whilelittle objection can be offered 
to this so far as future contracts are concerned the 
same cannot be said of contracts that were entered 
into on both sides on the faith of the law as it existed 
at the time the contracts were made, The great majority 
of debtors are willing and able to implement their 
obligations if given a reasonable opportunity to do so 
and the great majority of creditors are willing to give 
their debtors this opportunity if conditions bear unduly 
harshly on the debtors. Surely it would be much better 
to permit the interested parties to their own 
arrangements than resort to force or arbitrary action. 


Further changgs in the Act make provision for loans 
to farmers and fishermen to purchae equipment in 
connection with their variou As previously 
stated, we are willing and anxious to make such loans 
and to do our utmost to make

Proposals were also made to provide what are known 
as “Persona! Loans" to wage earners and others but 
subsequently abandoned. This Bank has always catered 
to small as wel! as large business and has made many 
friends in doing so. To provide for popular demand 
we have recently established a system of small loans 
repayable in monthly instalments over a year on the 
basis of a rate of 6% interest per annum over the 
period of the loan. These loans are available at all 
our branches.
